It will be Tigers vs. Tigers in tonight's contest as Fort Hays State and Colorado College are both called by 
the same zoological appellation. 

Coach Jerry Carle's Coloradoans will display a razzle-dazzle style of play featuring a potent aerial attack* 
The visitors are unbeaten in two starts while Coach Wayne McConnell's Bengal gridders dropped their opener 
to Kearney, Nebr, f State 7-35 but came back to beat Maryville, Mo., State 13-0 last Saturday. 

Colorado won last year's game 22-20 when tackle George Grant booted a last-quarter field goal to provide 
the margin of victory. Chuck Vernon, Darrell Hildebrand, and Ron Leonard had hit pay dirt for the Fort Hays 
State eleven. The Rocky Mountain lads hold a 7-1 edgi in the victory column in the series that began in 1942, 

The only Fort Hays State win over the Coloradoan* came in 1951 when Don Campbell, Gene Hess, and 
Alan Feist engineered a 14-13 upset for Coach “Red” Huffman’s team.

Fort Hays State Band Day 

Fort Hays State Band Day originated in 1948 through the leadership of Harold G. 
Palmer ana since that time it has grown into a musical extravaganza. Leiand Bar- 
tholomew, assistant professor of music at Fort Hays State, assumed the director- 
ship of the event four years ago. 

This year there are 1,900 musicians representing 40 Kansas High Schools. This 
entire group participated in a one-mile parade down Main Street of Hays this after- 
noon and they are seated in the West Stadium of Lewis Field for tonight’s game. 

The famous Fort Hays State “Marching 100” will present an interesting half-time 
performance that is based on books used in our everyday lives.
